For example, Republic Avia­ 
tion Corp. has just announced 
that it will build a million-dol- 
ar-plus wind-tunnel facility to 
help It design aircraft to fly 
at speeds of up to 3000 miles 
an hour. Mundy I. Peale, Re­ 
public president, said manned 
aircraft and missiles of this 
speed would be capable of- 
reaching altitudes of 50 miles, 
while encountering tempera­ 
tures from sub-zero to 1200 
degrees. 

The tunnel facility will be 
housed in a building 72 feet 
by 82 feet at the company's 
main plant in Farmingdale. 
Long Island, where the F-84F

Dr. Nelson will take Knox' 
place Wednesday, since the 
Baptist churches of San Diego 
had requested four lectures in­ 
cluding that date. 

The Knox program after 
that will continue as scheduled 
at the Torrance Civic Audi­ 
torium on Sunday and Wednes­ 
day evenings.

State Deaths 
Down During 
Last Month

California's- traffic death toll 
of 237 for February, represent­ 
ing a reduction of '9 per cent 
for the month, brings the 1957 
total to '517 persons, killed in 
traffic, according to provi­ 
sional figures released by the 
California Highway Patrol. 

"These figures indicate an 
increase of nearly 6 per cent 
in the number of persons 
killed this year in traffic on 
our streets and highways com­ 
pared to the same period in 
1956," declared Patrol Com­ 
missioner B. R. Caldwell. 'In­ 
creased traffic, continued vio­ 
lations of traffic laws and bad 
driving practices are .combin­ 
ing to keep the death toll 
ahead of last year's all time 
high. 

It remains evident that only 
a drastic change in driving 
habits toward stricter obedi 
ence to all traffic laws wil 
control the current rise,' 
Caldwell stated. 

"Until motorists prove their 
desire for highway safety by 
driving in accordance with the 

j laws, the highway patrol anc 
j all traffic enforcement agcn 
I cies must continue to apply 
orofessional enforcement in 
their effort to control the 
situation."
